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Act Asked in the Legislature to Grent 
Powers for the Construction of 
Railways from High River East 
and West. . 


In the Legislature yesterday an- 
other railway bill was presented. Its 
sponsor was A. Bramley Moore, Lioyd- 


minster, and it was entitled “An act 
to incorporate the High River and 
Hudson Bay Railway Co.” 


| ‘The bill provides that the company 


may build a line from the town of 
High River westerly to the western 
boundary at townships 16, 17, 18 or 
19; also from High River in a north- 


easferly direction to a point on the 
eastern boundary of the province on 
or about townships 26, 27 or 28; also 


from a point on line between High 
River and the western boundary of 
the province thence north-west 


through Sheep Creek Pass to a point 
on the west boundary of Alberta 
about townships 19, 20 or 21; also 
from a point on the said line between 
High River and western boundary of 


province thence south to a point on 
the west boundary of the province 
about townships 15 or 16. 


The capital stock of the company is 
fixed at $250,000 and the company 
may issue bonds, debentures or other 
securities to the extent of $15,000 per 
mile in the road constructed or un- 
der contract.

the other railways. 
Highlands Request Considered, 

The request of the McGrath Hol- 
gate Co, for extension of power and 
water facilities to their property, the 
Highlands, beyond the limits of the

Resolution is Still Before House— 
Mover Asks Leave to Withdraw; 
Opposition Leader Protests. 


Yesterday's session in the Legisla| A— 


ture was an uneventful one. rd 
reutine business the debate on A. 
Bramley Moore's provincial rights re-| 
sclution was resumed by C. M. 
O’Brien, who spoke about an hour. 
He was followed by Robi. Patterson 
.Macieod). At the request of the 
Premier, Mr. Moore offered to with- 
draw his resolution on the assurance 
of the Prime Minister that every pos- 
sible step was now being taken to 
carry out its provisions. Mr. Michen- 
e* protested saying that the country 
vished to have the members put on 
record. At this point R. B. Bennett 
moved the adjournment of the debate 
str ting that he had a few remarks to 
offer while the resolution wds before 
the House. He will speak today. 
Mr. O'Brien's Speech. 

Mr. O’Brien in the course of his 
speech asserted that the leader of the 
Cpposition had misrepresented him 
several days before in saying he was 
cpposed to immigration. He did not 
oppese immigration, but only the 
policy of the present government. He 
would advise that the young people 
of Eastern Canada be taken into Al- 
berta and the old timers removed to 
ths east. If such were done, it would 
materially assist his propaganda. 

Mr. O’Brien continued at length in 
his denunciation of capital and his 
eulcgy of the propaganda of socialism 
Cvpital had now reached a. state 
where it could not employ all the 
working classes. Hance there was a 
great unrest among the people who 
labor and it was costing more and 
mcre to keep them in subjection. 
This made the cost of education to 
repidly increase. 

Mr. O’Brien outlined at leneth the 
attitude of socialism towards’ the 
governments of all countries. To 
build up a people of the pest charac. 
ter economic conditions must Le 


changed and the masters of the day 
j Must In time sive place to the present 
fia\es, 

The Farmers’ Representative. 

Robt. Patterson (Macleod) emphas- 
ized the importance of the resolution 
and thought the last speaker had 
wandered all round the subiect with- 
out touching the crucial points. He 
was pleased that the present premier 
was in favor of the resolution. Many 
years ago he (Mr. Patterson) had 
heard him say that he was in favor 
of provincial rights and he was glad 
he still adhered to the same view. He 
read a resolution of a recent farm- 
ers’ convention in Red Deer that the 
monies paid out in subsidies be used 
for the roads and bridges of the pro- 
vince, 

In the preliminary routine business 
Mr. Moore presented a petition to in- 
corporate the Peace River and Great 
Western Railway, and Mr.. Roberts 
petitions to incorporate the Scottish 
Canadian Loan and Savings Corpora- 
tion and to regulate Osteopaths and 
Osteopathy. 

Amending Game Act, 

Hon. Mr. Mar@hall introduced a 
bill to amend the Game Act, which 
was given a first reading. 

Bills to incorporate the Edmonton 
Y.W.C.A. and the Edmonton Inter- 
urban Railway were read a first time. 
The bill respecting the Pincher Creek, 
Cardston and Montana Railway was 
given a second reading and referred 
to the railway committee.
